GRADUATION AND PERSISTENCE RATES 
UNIVERSITY OF HAWAI‘I COMMUNITY COLLEGES 



This special report highlights graduation and persistence rates for degree-seeking 
students at the University of Hawai’i Community Colleges, which consist of the following 
seven campuses: Hawai’i, Honolulu, Kapi’olani, Kaua’i, Leeward, Maui, and Windward. 
Data are from the NCHEMS / University of Hawai’i System Longitudinal Database Project, 
conducted by the National Center for Higher Education Management Systems (NCHEMS) 
in 1991. The database has since been updated and maintained by the University of 
Hawai’i Office of Information Technology Services and the Institutional Research Office. 

The database for this report is a series of longitudinal cohort files for students 
entering a UH community college in Fall 1987 through Fall 1993. Academic histories for 
these students have been compiled and updated through Fall 1994. Cohorts include only 
undergraduates with no previous history of attending a UH institution. Thus, the cohorts 
include only first-time students and transfers from non-UH campuses. Transfers into a UH 
community college from other UH campuses are excluded from the cohorts. 

This report focuses on the degree-seeking undergraduate students in each cohort, 
and includes full-time and part-time students, as well as first-time and transfer students. 
Data on graduation rates include both associate degrees as well as baccalaureate 
degrees (though their numbers are very small). Therefore, the cohorts in this study differ 
from the traditional student tracking cohort of first-time, full-time degree-seeking 
undergraduates . Also, the numbers of first-time and transfer students in each cohort differ 
from figures reported in the Management and Planning Support (MAPS) reports. The 
numbers reported here have been compiled by searching records back to Fall 1983 to 
verify that a first-time student is indeed new to the University of Hawai’i system, and the 
transfer numbers have been screened to include only students from non-UH institutions. 
For the MAPS reports, a student’s first-time status is self-reported at time of entry, and 
transfer students include those from other UH campuses. 



Definitions 

A graduation rate represents the proportion of students in a given cohort who 
started at a UH community college and who were subsequently awarded a degree. 
Graduation rates are cumulative; that is, they represent the proportion of a starting cohort 
who were awarded a degree in any term up to and including the term in question. A 
persistence rate represents the proportion of students in a given cohort who started at a 
UH community college and were enrolled in successive fall terms. Included in the 
persistence rates are both students who enrolled and students who graduated in the term 
in question. A student in a given cohort who fails to enroll for a term or terms and 
subsequently re-enrolls is included in the persistence rate calculation for the term of re- 
enrollment. 



There are three types of graduation and persistence rates reported here. 
Systemwide rates represent students who started at a UH community college and who 
graduated or persisted either at the starting campus or another campus in the UH system. 
Starting campus rates represent students who started at a UH community college 
campus and graduated or persisted at that campus only. Other campus rates represent 
students who started at a UH community college and who graduated or persisted at 
another UH campus. Systemwide rates equal the sum of starting campus and other 
campus rates. 

Average years to graduate in a six-year period is a measure of how long on 
average it takes for students in a given cohort to graduate within a six-year period; that is, 
the average length of time to graduation for those students completing within six years of 
entry. Only students who have actually graduated within that six year time span are 
counted. This average should not be confused with “time to degree”: that is, the average 
length of time to graduation for those students graduating in a specific term or year. The 
first measure tracks entering cohorts forward in time for six years. The second measure 
takes a given graduating class and tracks them back in time to determine how long, on 
average, a student took to graduate. 

Unless otherwise indicated, all rates referred to in the following discussion are 
systemwide rates. Graduation rates are six-year rates. 



Graduation Rate Highlights 

• On average, close to 27% of degree-seeking students entering the UH community 
colleges can be expected to graduate within six years of entry. About 16% will 
graduate from their starting campus and 10% will graduate from another UH campus. 

• For those graduating within a six-year period, the average number of years to graduate 
is 3.8 years. Students graduating from their starting campus average 3.1 years, while 
those who graduate from a UH campus other than the starting campus average 4.9 
years. 

• Systemwide, a total of 19% will go on to earn an associate degree and 8% will earn a 
bachelors degree. Average number of years to graduation is 3.3 years for an 
associate degree and 5.1 years for a bachelors degree. 

• Transfer students outperform first-time students in overall graduation rates. After the 
traditional two-year period, twice as many transfers have graduated as compared to 
first-time students, 10% to 5% respectively. The gap narrows so by the end of the 
sixth year, 29% of transfers and 26% of first-time students have earned a degree.

• Average number of years to graduate is lower for transfer students, 2.6 years for 
associate degrees and 4.4 years for bachelors degrees earned, due in part to their 
higher overall graduation rates. In comparison, first-time students average 3.4 years 
for associate degrees and 5.3 years for bachelors degrees earned. 

• Women display slightly higher graduation rates than men, 29% to 24% after six years. 
Average number of years to graduation however, is the same. 

• Overall, students of Chinese ancestry have the highest six-year graduation rate at 
39%, while students of Hawaiian ancestry have the lowest rate at 19%. Of all other 
ethnic groups, Chinese students show a greater proportion graduating from a UH 
institution other than the starting campus. Filipino students on the other hand, have a 
greater tendency to graduate from the campus at which they began their studies. 
Thus, Filipino students have the highest starting campus graduation rate of 22% after 
six years. 

• Caucasian students earn degrees in somewhat shorter time periods. Average number 
of years to graduate is 3.4 years systemwide and 2.7 years at the starting campus. 



Persistence Rate Highlights 

• On average, 53% of entering students are still enrolled systemwide after one year, 
47% at the starting campus and 6% at other UH campuses. After six years, 13% are 
still enrolled within the UH system. 

• There is a great deal of transferring between and among campuses. After three years, 
there are 17% enrolled at the starting campus and 14% enrolled at other UH 
campuses. From the fourth year onward, there are proportionately more students 
enrolled at other UH campuses than there are at the starting campus, the majority in 
pursuit of a bachelors degree. 

• First-time students have higher persistence rates than transfer students, 54% to 48% 
after one year, 14% to 7% after six years. Lower persistence rates by transfer 
students may be due in part to their higher graduation rates. 

• Overall, there is little variation in persistence patterns between men and women, both 
at the starting campus and at other UH campuses. 

• Chinese students have the highest one-year persistence rate at 68%, followed by 
Japanese students with 66%, and Filipino students with 59%. After six years, 23% of 
Japanese students are still enrolled within the system, up to 16% at other UH 
campuses. 
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Summary 



• Systemwide, over one-half (53%) of degree-seeking students who begin their studies 
at one of the UH community colleges will return for their second year. Students of 
Chinese, Japanese, and Filipino ancestry have the highest one-year persistence rates 
while students of Caucasian and Hawaiian ancestry have the lowest. Men and women 
display similar persistence patterns. 

• Though each individual campus differs both in size and curriculum, Hawai'i Community 
College has the highest systemwide persistence rate at 57% after one year. Leeward 
Community College has the highest starting campus rate at 51% while Kapi'olani leads 
in other campus persistence with 8% after one year. 

• On average, a little over one-fourth (27%) will earn a degree after six years. For those 
seeking associate degrees, 5% will graduate within the traditional two-year period; 
about 11% will graduate in three years and 19% will graduate in six years. For those 
starting at a UH community college and transferring to another UH campus to pursue a 
bachelors degree, 2% will graduate within four years, about 8% within six years. 
Women have somewhat higher graduation rates than men. Overall, students of 
Chinese, Japanese, and Filipino ancestry have the highest graduation rates while 
students of Hawaiian ancestry have the lowest. 

• Overall, Leeward Community College has the highest graduation rates after six years, 
21% at the starting campus and 12% at other campuses for a systemwide total of 33%. 
For associate degrees earned systemwide, Kaua'i Community College maintains the 
highest rate at 24%, while for bachelors degrees earned systemwide, Hawai'i 
Community College maintains the highest rate at 10%. Within the traditionally 
designed two-year period for a community college program, Hawai'i CC has the 
highest graduation rate of 10%. Summaries are provided for each individual campus 
and are located at the beginning of their respective sections.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• On average, 28% of degree-seeking students can be expected to graduate within six 
years, just above the overall UH community college average. About 17% will graduate 
from the starting campus while the remaining 11% will graduate from other UH 
institutions. 

• Students graduating from Hawaii CC average 2.7 years, the shortest time of all other 
UH campuses. Systemwide, the average number of years to graduate within a six- 
year period is 3.6 years. 

• Transfers have higher systemwide graduation rates than first-time students, 42% to 
27% after six years. Of those students entering as transfers, 23% will earn a degree 
from other UH campuses, 19% earning a bachelors degree. On the other hand, a 
greater proportion of first-time students earn associate degrees at Hawai‘1 CC. 

• Men display significantly higher graduation rates than women after the second year, 
18% to 4%, but the gap tapers off slowly and by the end of the sixth year 31% of men 
and 26% of women have earned degrees. Average number of years to graduate over 
a six-year time frame is lower for men, especially at the starting campus where men 
average 2.2 years while women average 3.5 years. Men however, have a greater 
tendency to graduate from the starting campus while a greater proportion of women 
transfer and graduate at other UH campuses. 

• Students of Japanese ancestry have the highest six year graduation rate at 41 %, while 
students of Chinese ancestry have the lowest rate at 10% (this number should be used 
with caution due to the small number of students in the cohort). Filipino students have 
the second highest graduation rate at 34% and the lowest average number of years to 
graduate at 3 years. 

Persistence Rate Highlights: 

• On average, 57% of entering students are still enrolled systemwide after one year, the 
highest rate among the individual community college campuses. About 50% are 
enrolled at Hawai‘1 CC and the remaining 7% at other UH campuses. However, two 
years after entry the persistence rate drops sharply to 35%, compared to 39% for the 
UH community college system. 

• Men persist at higher levels after one year, 60% compared to 55% for women. From 
the second year onward, persistence rates for women are much higher, due in part to 
their lower graduation rates. 

• Students of Japanese ancestry have the highest one-year persistence rate at 77%, 
while students of Caucasian ancestry have the lowest rate at 50%. A large proportion 
of Japanese students transfer and persist at other UH campuses; after six years 19% 
are still enrolled systemwide, 15% at other UH institutions.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• On average, 25% of degree-seeking students will earn a degree after six years, 18% 
at Honolulu and 7% at other UH campuses. This 25% systemwide rate is comparable 
to the overall UH community college average, but the students have a higher tendency 
to stay and graduate at their starting campus. Over a six-year time period, students 
average 3.1 years to graduate from Honolulu. 

• Transfer students have higher systemwide graduation rates than first-time students, 
29% to 25% after six years. A greater proportion of first-time students earn degrees 
from the starting campus, whereas almost an equal proportion of transfers graduate 
from the starting campus as from other UH campuses. Over a six-year time frame, 
transfers take less time to graduate. 

• Systemwide graduation rates are comparable between men and women after six years, 
but men have higher starting campus rates while women have higher other campus 
rates. Average number of years to graduate within a six-year time frame is almost the 
same. 

• Japanese and Chinese students have the highest systemwide graduation rates at 
34%, followed by Filipino students at 28%. At the starting campus, Caucasian 
students have the lowest graduation rate, but also finish the fastest, averaging 2.5 
years to graduate within six years. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 



• On average, 51% of entering students return one year after entry, 46% at Honolulu 
and 5% at other UH campuses. This is slightly below the overall UH community 
college average, but as with graduation rates, Honolulu’s students show a greater 
tendency to remain at their starting campus. 

• After one year, 52% of first-time students and 46% of transfers have re-enrolled. 
Persistence is slightly higher for men than women after the first two years, but rates 
are somewhat comparable from the third year onward. 

• Students of Chinese and Japanese ancestry have the highest one-year persistence 
rate, 65% and 62% respectively, while students of Hawaiian ancestry have the lowest 
rate at 41 %.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 



• The systemwide graduation rate at Kapi'olani is 22% after six years, somewhat below 
the overall UH community college average. An equal proportion of the graduating 
cohort (11% each) earn degrees from Kapi'olani CC as from other UH campuses. In 
all, roughly 9% will earn a bachelors degree while 13% will earn an associate degree. 

• Within a six-year period, students earning associate degrees from Kapi'olani average 
3.7 years to graduate, well above the traditional two-year program. Students earning 
bachelors degrees at other UH campuses average 5.2 years to graduate. 

• Transfers earn degrees at slightly higher levels than first-time students. Average 
number of years to graduate within a six year period is 3.9 years compared to 4.4 
years for first-time students. 

• Women outperform men in overall graduation rates, 24% to 19% respectively, but 
average number of years to graduate is the same at 4.3 years. 

• Chinese students have the highest systemwide graduation rate at 40% after six years, 
but a greater proportion of them transfer and graduate at other UH campuses. 
Caucasian students have the lowest completion, but manage to earn a degree within 
six years at a faster rate, averaging 3.8 years systemwide and 3.2 years at the starting 
campus. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 

• After one year, 54% of entering students are still enrolled systemwide, comparable to 
the overall UH community college average despite somewhat lower graduation rates. 
About 46% will return to Kapi'olani while 8% will re-enroll at other UH campuses. After 
six years, 17% are still enrolled, 11% at other campuses. 

• First-time students maintain higher persistence than transfers throughout the six-year 
period, due in part to higher graduation rates of transfer students. 

• After one year, 55% of women and 52% of men are enrolled systemwide. Overall, 
persistence rates by gender are somewhat comparable through the end of the sixth 
year, despite the significantly higher graduation rates displayed by women. 

• Chinese students have the highest one year persistence at 69%, with Japanese 
students next at 61%. By the end of the sixth year, 16% of each cohort are still 
enrolled at other UH campuses. Hawaiian students have the lowest persistence at 
41 % after one year.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• On average, about 28% of entering students can be expected to earn a degree within 
six years, just above the overall UH community college average. Students who begin 
their studies at Kaua'i tend to graduate there; 21% will earn a degree from the starting 
campus and 7% will graduate from other UH campuses, of which 4% will earn a 
bachelors degree. 

• Within a six-year time frame, students take an average of 3.6 years to earn a degree 
systemwide, and 3.3 years to earn a degree at the starting campus. 

• First-time students have higher overall graduation rates than transfer students. A 
greater proportion of transfer students migrate to other UH campuses to earn a degree 
while first-time students tend to graduate from the starting campus. Nonetheless, 
within a six-year period transfers average a shorter time to graduate, at both other 
campuses and the starting campus, for bachelors and associate degrees earned. 

• Women outperform men in overall graduation rates, but take longer on average, to 
graduate over six years. 

• Systemwide averages show 100% of Chinese students will earn a degree after six 
years, but this number should be used with caution due to the small number of 
students in the cohort. Filipino students register the second highest rate at 39%, 
followed by Japanese students at 35%. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 

• About half of the entering cohort are still enrolled systemwide after one year, 46% at 
the starting campus and 4% at other UH campuses. This is slightly below the overall 
UHCC average, but students beginning their studies at Kaua'i show a greater 
tendency to remain at their starting campus. 

• Systemwide persistence between men and women are equal in the first two years. 
From the third year onward, there are proportionately less women enrolled, due in part 
to their higher graduation rates. 

• Chinese students have the highest one-year persistence rate (82%), followed by 
Japanese (66%) and Filipino (60%) students. These rates should be used with 
caution however, due to the small number of students within certain cohorts. 
Caucasian students have the lowest persistence (39%) after one year.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• One-third of degree-seeking students will earn a degree systemwide, 21% at Leeward 
and 12% at other UH campuses. This is well above the UH community college 
average and overall, are the highest rates among the individual campuses. 

• After six years, 24% will earn associate degrees and 9% will earn bachelors degrees. 
Over a six-year period, students average 3.2 years to graduate with an associate 
degree and 5.1 years to graduate with a bachelors degree. Students graduating from 
Leeward average 3 years. 

• Transfer students have higher graduation rates than first-time students, 15% to 5% 
after two years and 36% to 33% after six years. Thus, average number of years to 
graduate is lower for transfers. 

• Women outperform men in overall graduation rates, 38% to 26% systemwide, but 
average number of years to graduate within a six year period is almost the same, 3.8 
years for men and 3.7 years for women. 

• Chinese students have the highest graduation rate at 56%, followed by Japanese 
students with 40%, and Filipino students with 38%. Hawaiian students have the lowest 
rate with 21%. A greater proportion of Chinese and Japanese students transfer and 
graduate at other UH campuses than at the starting campus. On average, Caucasians 
take the least number of years to graduate, 2.5 years at the starting campus. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 



• After one year, close to 56% of entering students are still enrolled systemwide, 51% at 
Leeward and 5% at other UH campuses. As with graduation rates, this is higher than 
the overall UH community college average 

• Men maintain slightly higher persistence than women throughout the period, but this 
may be attributed to higher overall graduation rates of women. 

• Chinese students have the highest one-year persistence rate at 76%, followed by 
Japanese students with 71% and Filipino students with 63%. After six years, there are 
still 29% of Japanese students enrolled systemwide, 20% at other UH campuses.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• On average, about 27% of degree-seeking students can be expected to earn a degree 
systemwide, comparable to the overall UH community college average. Of the 27%, 
about two-thirds will graduate at Maui while the remainder will graduate at other UH 
institutions. 

• Of those graduating over a six year period, the average number of years to graduate is 
3.6 years. Those graduating from Maui average 3 years, while those who transfer and 
graduate from other UH campuses, most of which do so to earn a bachelors degree, 
average 4.9 years. 

• Transfer students exhibit somewhat higher graduation rates than first-time students 
initially, but the gap narrows toward the end of the sixth year. Average number of 
years to graduation is almost the same. 

• Women outperform men in overall graduation rates, 31% to 22% after six years. A 
greater proportion of women remain at the starting campus to earn a degree, but they 
take slightly longer to do so compared to men. 

• Students of Chinese ancestry have the highest graduation rate at 70%, followed by 
Filipino students at 34%. Hawaiians have the lowest graduation rate at 17%, but take 
the shortest time to graduate. Very few Hawaiians however, migrate to other UH 
campuses to earn a degree. Note: figures should be used with caution due to the 
small number of students within certain cohorts. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 

• On average, half of Maui’s entering students are still enrolled systemwide after one 
year, 45% at Maui and 5% at other UH campuses, slightly below the overall UH 
community college average. 

• After one year, 51 % of women and 48% of men are still enrolled systemwide. Rates 
across gender are somewhat comparable despite the significantly higher graduation 
rates exhibited by women. 

• After one year, Chinese students have the highest persistence at 78%, followed by 
Japanese students at 63%, and Filipino students at 54%. A greater proportion of 
students with Chinese and Japanese backgrounds tend to transfer and persist at other 
UH institutions. As with graduation rates, due to the small number within certain 
cohorts, figures should be used with caution.

Graduation Rate Highlights: 

• On average, about 21% of degree-seeking students can be expected to graduate. Of 
the 21%, 11% will graduate at Windward and 10% will graduate at other UH 
campuses, 7% of which will earn a bachelors degree. 

• For those graduating within a six year period, the average number of years to graduate 
is equivalent to the UH community college average of 3.8 years. Students graduating 
at Windward average 3 years, while students earning a bachelors degree from other 
UH campuses average 5 years. 

• At the starting campus, transfer students exhibit higher graduation rates than first-time 
students, 11% to 4% after the second year, and 15% to 10% after the sixth year. 
Therefore on average, it takes about a year less for transfers to graduate, 2.2 years 
compared to 3.3 years for first-time students. 

• Graduation rates across gender are almost equal after six years, but a greater 
proportion of women earn degrees at the starting campus, whereas a greater 
proportion of men transfer to earn degrees at other UH campuses. Overall, women 
earn degrees in a shorter time period than men. 

• Japanese students have the highest graduation rate at 32%, but only 8% graduate 
from the starting campus while the remaining 24% transfer and graduate at other UH 
campuses. Similar patterns can be seen in students of Hawaiian and Other ethnic 
backgrounds where a majority graduate from other UH campuses. Students of 
Chinese, Filipino, and Caucasian ancestry have a higher tendency to remain and 
graduate from the starting campus. Figures by ethnicity should be used with caution 
however, since certain cohorts are comprised of a very small number of students. 



Persistence Rate Highlights: 



• On average, about 45% of entering students are still enrolled systemwide after one 
year, 39% at Windward and 6% at other UH campuses. From the third year onward, 
there are proportionately more students enrolled at other campuses than there are 
attending Windward, most of which have transferred to pursue a bachelors degree. 

• First-time students display higher persistence rates than transfer students, due in part 
to higher graduation rates displayed by transfers. 

• Japanese students have the highest persistence, 64% are still enrolled systemwide 
after one year. After six years 24% are still enrolled, 19% at other UH campuses. 
Filipinos have the second highest rate at 51%, while Caucasians and students of 
mixed backgrounds have the lowest at 41%.

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RESIDENCE AND MIGRATION OF FIRST-TIME FRESHMEN 
THE STATE OF HAWAI‘1, FALL 1994 



Introduction and Sources 

This report presents information on the residence and migration of first-time 
freshmen for the State of Hawai'i for the Fall 1994 semester. Two sources have been 
used: the National Center for Education Statistics report, entitled: "Residence and 
Migration of First-Time Freshmen Enrolled in Higher Education Institutions: Fall 1994;" 
and the NCES Fall 1994 Integrated Post-Secondary Education Data System (IPEDS) 
enrollment survey file EF94_C: "Enrollment data of first-time freshman by state of 
residence." The information presented here is for first-time freshmen only; students 
other than first-time students and first-time students other than freshmen are excluded. 



Description of the Tables 

The first-time freshmen population discussed in this report may be broken down 
into three groups: those residents of Hawai'i who chose to remain in the State and 
attend either a UH campus or a private college; those residents of Hawai'i who chose to 
leave the State to enroll in institutions of higher education on the U.S. mainland; and 
those first-time freshmen who came to Hawai'i from other states or from foreign 
countries. The report presents information on both the population of Fall 1994 first-time 
freshmen as a whole as well as recent high school graduates. Recent high school 
graduates are those students who enroll in college in the fall semester immediately 
following graduation from high school. (This group of students comprises the 
traditional core of a given first-time freshmen cohort.) Information is further broken 
down by type of institution attended: public versus private and four-year versus two- 
year. 



Table 1 summarizes information on Fall 1994 first-time freshmen who were 
residents of the State of Hawai'i, and includes both those students who chose to remain 
in Hawai'i as well as those who attended institutions on the U.S. mainland. (Note that 
the IPEDS survey includes only U.S. institutions of higher education - Hawai'i residents 
attending foreign institutions are not included.) Table 2 provides information on those 
first-time freshmen who attended Hawai'i institutions of higher education, and includes 
both those residents who chose to remain in Hawai'i as well as those non-residents 
who came to Hawai'i from the U.S. mainland or from foreign countries. Table 3 
summarizes the migration of first-time freshmen for the State, and includes enrollment 
by institution for those students, both resident and non-resident, entering Hawai'i 
colleges. Table 4 provides “going rates" for the recent high school graduate 
population. These going rates show the percentage of the total June 1994 Hawai'i high 
school graduates who entered U.S. institutions of higher education in the Fall 1994 
semester. 
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Migration of First-Time Freshmen - Highlights 

o In Fall 1994, the population of Hawaii resident first-time freshmen totaled 10,314 
(Table 1). Of these, 8,320 (81%) chose to remain in Hawaii, while 1,994 (19%) 
chose to attend college on the U.S. mainland (Figure 1). Almost three-fourths 
(73%) opted to enroll in the UH system. 

• In Fall 1994, the population of first-time freshmen enrolled in Hawaii institutions 
of higher education totaled 10,279 (Table 2). Of these, 8,320 (81%) were Hawaii 
residents while 1,959 (19%) entered the State from the U.S. mainland or from 
foreign countries. 

• Hawaii’s overall out- and in-migration rates were the same: 19%. About the 
same number and proportion of students left the state as entered it. This rate 
was slightly higher than the 17% rate for the U.S. as a whole (Tables 1 & 2). 

• Most of the out-migrating Hawaii residents were recent high school graduates 
(Hawaii: 88%, U.S.: 81%). They were more likely to enroll in private or four-year 
institutions than in public or two-year institutions (Table 3 & Figure 3). The rates 
for Hawaii were close to the national rates. 

• The large majority of first-time freshmen in-migrating to Hawai’i did so to 
attended private rather than public institutions. Eighty-six percent of in-migrating 
students attended private institutions (Table 3 & Figure 4). In comparison, the 
U.S. rate for migration to an out-of-state private college was 53%. 

• The State of Hawaii going rate of recent high school graduates into all U.S. 
institutions of higher education in Fall 1994 was 56.2% (Table 4 & Figure 2). The 
going rate for Hawaii public institutions (UH) was 39.4%, while the going rate for 
Hawaii private institutions was 2.6%. The going rate of Hawaii recent high 
school graduates into mainland institutions was 14.2% 



Conclusion 

The University of Hawaii seems to be the first choice of most Hawaii resident 
first-time freshmen. Almost three-fourths (73%) of the Fall 1994 Hawaii resident first- 
time freshmen chose to enroll in the UH system. As many students entered Hawai’i to 
attend higher education institutions as left Hawai’i to attend college on the U.S. 
mainland; that is, the in-migration and out-migration rates were equal. The migration 
rates for Hawai’i were slightly higher than the comparable national rates. However, the 
vast majority of students in-migrating to Hawai’i attended private rather than public 
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colleges. This fact may indicate a need for further analysis to determine if an 
opportunity exists for the University of Hawaii to recruit more students, both resident 
and non-resident, to its campuses.

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NATIONAL COMPARISONS ON SELECTED INDICATORS 
THE UNIVERSITY OF HAWAIT 



This report presents mformation for comparative purposes on selected demographi c 
characteristics for the United States and the State of Hawai'i. Information is also presented o n 
selected educational characteristics for the U.S., the State of Hawai‘i and the University o f 
Hawai‘i. In addition, data is presented for the University of Hawai‘i, by unit, and the benchmar k 
groups for each unit. The purpose in so doing is to gain a better understanding on how the Stat e 
of Hawai‘i and the University of Hawai‘i compare to national and benchmark averages. 



SOURCES AND METHODS 

The data for the U.S. and the State of Hawai‘i, presented in Tables 1 and 2, were take n 
from the Almanac Issue of the “Chronicle of Higher Education,” dated September 2, 1996. Dat a 
specific sources have been listed in the “Sources and Notes” sections to these tables, as well as i n 
the footnotes. Information on the University of Hawai‘i has been provided by the Institutiona 1 
Research Office at the University of Hawai‘i. Two columns of data are provided for UH 
“Recent” data and “Current” data. Recent data match the data for the U.S. and the State o f 
Hawai‘i in terms of the reporting period covered, while current data are the most up to dat e 
information available (for the University of Hawai‘i only). Both columns are provided fo r 
convenience, as national data tends to be several years old due to the time required to gather , 
verify, compile and disseminate data on a national level. 

The data presented in Tables 3 and 4 were extracted from national data files for th e 
Integrated Post-secondary Education Data System (IPEDS) surveys conducted by the U.S 
Department of Education, National Center for Educational Statistics. These files are availabl e 
over the internet. The most current Finance data file (Fiscal Year 1994-95) and Enrollment dat a 
file (Fall 1994) available were used. The Benchmark Groups used in Table 3 are presented i n 
Appendix A; they were developed with input from UH campus executives. 



STATE OF HAWAIT 
HIGHLIGHTS - DEMOGRAPHICS 

• The breakdown by age group for the population of the State of Hawai‘i closely matche s 
the U.S. distribution (Table 1). The proportion of citizens of “college age” is about 9.5%. 

• A much higher proportion of Hawai‘i’s population is of Asian ethnic origin than for th e 
nation as a whole. However, the proportions of African Americans, American Indians , 
Caucasians and Hispanics are lower. 

• Hawai‘i's population in general has a higher level of educational attainment, with mor e 
college degrees, than the national average. Over 51% of Hawai‘i’s citizens have at leas t 
some college education, compared to a national average of just over 45%. 



The relatively high proportion of the population in Hawai'i who speak a language at home 
other than English (24.8%) attests to the large immigrant population. 

Hawai'i per-capita personal income of $24,738 exceeds the national average of $22,788 , 
while Hawaii’s poverty rate of 8.7% is well below the national average of 14.5% 
However, these figures do not reflect the higher than average cost of living in Hawai'i. 

Projected growth in the number of high school graduates for Hawai'i over the next te n 
years is 10.1%, about half the projected increase for the nation of 19.8%. The high school 
dropout rate in Hawai'i of 5% is well below the national average of 9%. 

Public institutions account for 80.3% of total higher education enrollment in Hawai'i, a s 
compared to 78.0% nationally (Table 2). 



UNIVERSITY OF HAWAIT 
HIGHLIGHTS - ENROLLMENT 

Enro llm ent growth from 1984 to 1994 in Hawai‘i exceeded the national average, 28.7% to 
16.6%, respectively (Table 2). However, enrollment growth at UH (14.9%) was slightl y 
below the national average over this same period. Enrollment growth for UH throug h 
2003 is conservatively projected to be about 3.7%, well below the national growt h 
estimate of 1 1 .4%. 

UH enrolls slightly higher proportions of both undergraduate and graduate students tha n 
does the nation as a whole. However, the proportion of professional students at UH i s 
below the national average. 

The proportion of women enrolled at UH is shghtly higher than the national average, while 
the proportion of full-time students is somewhat lower. 

The distribution of students by age indicates the student population at UH is slightly olde r 
than the national average. 

SAT scores for Hawai'i test takers were somewhat below the national averages for fal 1 
1996. Math scores were about the same, while verbal scores were lower. The SA T 
scores for UH first-time freshmen are well above these averages, especially for math. 

The graduation rate at UH M”anoa is about the same as the national average for NCA A 
Division I institutions, 56.1% to 57.0%, respectively. 

For fiscal year 1994-95, the UH M~anoa hbrary ranked #47 in holdings among 10 8 
research universities in the U.S. and Canada. 

UH awards higher proportions of AS and Doctorate degrees, and lower proportions o f 
BA, Master’s and Professional degrees than does the nation as a whole. 
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UNIVERSITY OF HAWAI‘I 
fflGHLIGHTS - FINANCES 



• Average faculty salaries at UH IVTanoa are 10.8% higher than the national averages fo r 
public universities. Average faculty salaries at UH Hilo are 2.8% higher than the nationa 1 
averages for public four-year colleges. Average faculty salaries at the UH Communit y 
Colleges are 5.6% higher than the national averages for public two-year colleges. 

• The national average tuition charges for resident undergraduates at public four-yea r 
universities are 73% higher than comparable tuition charges at UH IVT anoa. National 
average tuition charges at public two-year colleges are nearly 140% higher than th e 
average charge at the UH Community Colleges. Resident graduate and first professiona 1 
tuition charges at UH IVT anoa are also well below the national averages. 

• Expenditures for the UH system measured just over 622 million dollars for fiscal yea r 
1993-94. From fiscal years 1993-94 to 1995-96, state appropriations for the nation grew 
(8.0%) while those for the State of Hawai'i declined (-9.0%). 

• Tuition, transportation and other costs at UH IVT anoa are below the national averages fo r 
public four-year colleges. However, room & board and book & supply costs are highe r 
than the national averages. Tuition and transportation costs are considerably lower at th e 
UH Community Colleges, and book & supply costs and other costs are comparable to th e 
national averages for public two-year colleges. Room and board costs for UH Community 
College dormitory residents are somewhat higher than the national averages. 

UNIVERSITY OF HAWAIT 
HIGHLIGHTS - BENCHMARK GROUPS 

• Benchmark schools had more per headcount current fund revenues on average than eithe r 
UH Manoa or the UH Community Colleges (Table 3). Current fund revenues pe r 
headcount at UH Hilo were higher than the benchmark group average. 

• Benchmark schools had more per headcount in current fund expenditures on average tha n 
either UH Mnnoa or the UH Community Colleges. UH Hilo had considerably more pe r 
headcount in current fund expenditures than the benchmark average. 

• UH Manoa and the UH Community College spend about the same in per headcount salary 
expenditures as their benchmark groups, while UH Hilo spends considerably more. 

® The benchmark averages for per headcount expenditures on scholai'ships and fellowship s 
well exceeded the UH averages for all units. 

• The five mainland institutions with the most first-time fi’eshmen fi’om Hawai'i in fall 199 4 
were: the University of Washington, the University of Oregon, the University of Puge t 
Sound, Santa Clara University and the University of Nevada - Las Vegas (Table 4). 
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
